WssaiNOTON, Sept, 20.— Judge Bowlin has left 
for Mssouri, but will return here in ubout ten 
days to receive bis dual instructions.

How Boot s Coin is Madk. — T he art of making 
bogus coiu has nearly reached perfection, and 
-ou.e of the specimens of American halves and 
quarters exhibited of late are so good an imita 
tion of the genuine that it requires more than a 
casual glance to detect tbe fraud. Due who un 
del stands the business informs us that the ma 
terial from which the coin is manufactured, and 
which forms .so perfect an imitation of the genuine 
as to require a practical eye to detect the dif- 
ference, is composed of pure grain tin and nickel, 
the latter ingredient serving to harden and give 
the ringing sound. The molds are shaped like 
bullet molds, with two parts that open and shut 
together like shears. At one extremity a mold 
i- made, composed of plaster of Paris in' a plastic 
state, of sufficieut breadth to admit the insertion 
of several genuine coin, which are placed between 
the two sides and shut together. After the plaster 
of Paris has sufficiently hardened, the mould is
